One of the most dLstrpssltig tMng-i abo\it

Continuously since that time, It has been 
the habit of some ot out more emotional poli- 
ticians to refer to this pact a.s the "sell-oul" 
of Indochina. It has been charged again and 
again that at Geneva the West "let" some 10 
jnlllloii Vietnamese slip behind the Bemboo 
Curtain.

iiot appear to realize Its dUtortlons.

Last spring, after a hard battle, the Red 
^^^InhrcRptured-the-French-held-IortrEsa- 
of Dlenblcnphu In what Is now called North 
Viet Nam. Though the place wa? a minor 
outpost, the French had fortified It heavily 
and had deliberately sought this fight from 
fixed lines. They were confident they could 
win such a contest. 

At the time ot this decisive battle, the Vlet- 
mlnh already held large areas of North Viet 
Nam, Including portions of the rich Red river 
einr~l5lnff-betweeii- the ua and the key 
northern city of Hanoi. , • 

When laienbienphu fell. It was widely pre- 
dicted that an "exhausted" rebel army would 
be unable to push on to new conquest for 
weplu or months to come. 

But what happened In fact, as a glance at 
th^ dispatches ot that time will show, Is that 
the Reda regrouped quickly and began press- 
~lhg eastward toward Hanoi with embarrassing 
speed. It became readily apparent, and on 
this the trained observers on the scene agreed, 
that Hanoi was s doomed city and would Tall 
to the Vletmlnh belora very much time 
'passed. 

,Thls was the actual military situation, and 
the prospect, when the conferees were meet- 
ing at Geneva. Tha vital northern heart of 
Indochina was gone— or. going. 
You cannot "sell out" what you do not
